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FRIDAY, JULY 20 


Addressing the 400 delegates as- 
sembled at the Northfield confer 
ence of Religious Education today, 
Dean Herbert W. Gates discussed 
the method of finding ; 
. through the meidum of the Bible 
and other books. The theme of 
the Round Top meetings is “I 
Press on Toward Christ,’ and each 
evening a different speaker dis- 
cusses the various approaches such 
as through the power of person- 
ality and prayer. Dr. Gates de- 
clared that to know Christ we must 
know all about His life ,and we 
must know what other men 
thought about Him. 

The Young People’s Council ,at 
its meeting yesterday, elected 
Roger Walker, of the First Con- 
gregational church of Malden, 
president for the session of 19384- 
35. Miss Grace Borgeson, of 
Scarsdale, N. Y., was elected to 
the office of secretary. The regis- 
tration department revealed today 
that there are 136 churches repre- 
sented at thig conference, and, that 
although New England predomi- 
nates, New Jersey and New York 
are well represented, and there is 
one delegation from Illinois. At 
8:00 this vening, the young people 
held a party in the gymnasium at 
which there was refreshments and 
dancing. Dr. Brush gave a few 
poetry readings during the inter- 
mission. 

SATURDAY, JULY 21 


An address to the 400 delegates 
who are attendin gthe Northfield 
Conference of Religious Education 
was- given this evening by Profea- 
gor James Marshall of Harvard on 
the subject of “The Education of 
Youth as a Step toward World 
“Peace.” Professor Marshall is 
chairman of the International 
Friese op League and has done a 
great. deal of work in the interests 
of maintaining world peace. 

“I feel,” said Professor Mar- 
shall, “that the education of youth 
is one of the most important feat- 
ures on the program of those of 
ug who are anxious that we main- 
tain world peace. If youth can be 
brought to know the truth, to re- 
alize all of the facts, then, I think, 
we will have accomplished a great 
deal.” . 

The Rount Top speaker for this 
evening was Dr. MilesW. Smith 
who continued the series of “I 
Press on. Toward Christ’? by at 
tempting to show how our meeting 
of failure dr adversity sometimes 
brings us closer to Him. ‘‘A great 
deal,’”’ said Dr. Smith, “depends on 


how a man can stand up under, 


failure or adversity. If he takes it 
in the right spirit and does not be- 
come cycnical or bitter, he is very 
apt to emerge from the experience 
with a closer kinship to the Master. 
These are the acid tests of our life, 
an dwe must meet them with cour- 
age.” Dr. Smith is editor of the 
American Baptist Publication so- 
ciety of Philadelphia. 

An interesting feature of the 
present conference. is a course, in 
Christian History by Dr. F. L. 
Fagley, secretary of Adult Educa- 
tion of the Congregational Educa- 
tional Society of Boston. Dr. Fag- 
ley treats the course as a survey 
of the ,history of the church and 
the leaders who have made it. Miss 
Ruth Seabury is continuing her 
discussion of our relations with 
Orentals and the problems _in- 
volved, and Dr, Harry Stock meets 
every day with his oyung people's 
group for the practical discussion 
o fproblems of religious belief and 
Christian living.

Smith declared: ‘“‘Teachers, wheth- 
er of public school or church 
school, need to understand the na- 
tive endowment of the children 
they teach. The fundamental 
drives known as instincts may be 
used by the teacher, and when the 
teacher does so he is working in 
harmony with God’s plan, and his 
teaching will receive the largest 
measure of success.” Dr. Smith 
is editor-n-chief of the American 
Baptist Publication society which 
publishes about 8,000,000 pages a 
week. 

The Round Top service this eve- 
ning was conducted by Professor 
Warren T. Powell who used as his 
topic “Finding Christ by way of 
Duty—Moral Responsibility.”? Pro- 
fessor Powell ig the director of 
student counseling and religious 
activities at Boston University. Dr. 
Sidney A. Weston will speak on 
Temperance Education tomorrow 
night at 8:00 p.m. in Music Hall. 
After his address, an open forum 
will be held in order to learn what 
actually is being done in the 
churches.

TUESDAY, JULY 24 


What the attitude of modern re- 
ligious educators should be toward 
the liquor problm was discussed 
this evening in an address by Sid- 
ney A. Weston entitled “To Drink 
or not To Drink.” Dr. Weston is 
managing editor of the Congrega- 
tional Publishing Society and is a 
well-known temperance lecturer. 
He pointed out that the recent re- 
peal of Prohibition has focused 
the question in what young people 
are apt to think of as an entirely 
new light, 

“But,” declared Dr. Weston, 
“the question is not new. It goes 
back to Pliny and Aristotle. Many 
sincere people think that drinking 
in moderation is right and proper, 
but here we must remember that 
no man liveth unto himself, and 
our drinking in either small or 
large quantities has its effect up- 
on other people. Also, we know 
that drunken driving has increased 
enormously since repeal.” 

“Liquor also has its effect up- 
on the moral attitudes and habits 
of individuals; standards of con- 
duct are weakened; finer senasibili- 
ties are coarsened; moral judg- 
ments are clouded, and the asso- 
ciations of the individual diminish 
in importance until nothing mat- 
ters a great deal to him.” 

Dr. Weston conducts two other 
discussion courses for students 
from the ages of 16-18 on the sub- 
jects of “Love and Marriage” and 
“War and Peace.”” His man course 
is on the subject of ‘Jesus The 
Master Leader.” Introducing this 
course, he said: 

“Our task is like that of ex- 
cavating an ancient city, sinking 
our shaft down through layer aft- 
er layer of the debris of centuries 
until we come to the place and 
time where He lived. We are to 
get as close to the original sources 
as possible; to let Him speak to 
ug through His own words and 
deeds; to study Him in the midat 
of His own environment; to try to 
see His problems and how He met 
them; to learn Hisa message f 
His own time and for ours: 
short—to see if we can find the 
real Jesus and form our own jim- 
pression of Him and of His work.”

pels. Following our conscience in 


the matter of war and poace need 
not be unpatriotic if we consider 
patriotism as serving the best in- 
terests of our country because cn- 
couraging a growing spirit of na- 
tionalism and militarism ie not 
serving the best interests of our 
country. 

‘The greatest indictment of 
war,” said Dr. Weston, ‘is its ee 
sential futility. We have all only 
one life, and to give that ap to 
serve someone’s imperialistic urges 
or their greed for power is sense- 
less. We must develop good will 
between nations and races; our 
government should take over the 
munition factories, for it will be 
amazing how war talk will disap- 

with the profit motive elim- 
inated; and we must develop an in- 
ternational outlook among the peo- 
ples of the earth.” 

Dr. F. L. Fagley, of Boston, 
conducted the Round Top service 
on the subject of finding Christ by 
way of worship. He pointed out 
that in true worship we have a 
feeling of communion with God 
that brings us cloger to finding 
Him than anything else possibly 
could. Dr. Fagley is secretary of 
adult education at the Congrega- 
tional Educational Society. 

At 3:00 the delegates took a 
trip over to Mount Hermon school 
where Ambert G. Moody, the 
nephew of Dwight L. Moody, the 
evangelist ,made a short address. 
Judge Parker of Westfield also 
made an addreas in which he spoke 
of his long friendship and interest 
in the Northfield Schools.

VIRGINIA CAMP 

“Gee, mister, it certainly bs 
swell up here!’’ 

This remark was made by Anna 
Gordzica, aged 12, to the reporter 
who visited the Virginia Fresh Air 
camp this morning at East North- 
field. Anna is typical of the 40 
odd girls who are nearing the end 
of their two-week stay at the 
camp. She is a member of a fam- 
iy of eight children whove father 
has been out of work for three 
years, and whose sole means of 
support comes from the Home Re- 
lief commission. They live in the 
jower East side of New York city, 
and the family has moved four or 
five times in as many months to 
avoid paying the rent for which 
they have no money. 

Anna’s need is physical .and she 
has greatly benefited in her two 
weeks in the outdoors, but in 
another two weeka her sister Ca- 
therine, aged 156, will come to 
Northfield, and her need is of a 
different nature. The living condi- 
tions of the Gordsica family are 
bound to have a moral as wel] las 
a physica leffect upon the children, 
and it is this need which the coun- 
selors will try to serve in the case 
of Catherine. 

Briefly, the case of these two 
sisters representa a crosa section gf 
the work of this camp, which is 
under the direction of the New 
York city mission wociety with 
Mra. William R. Moody as resident 
chairman. The camp grounds and 
equipment are donated by the 
Northfield Schools, and a collection 
for the maintenance of the camp is 
taken at the General conference of 
Christian workers. The camp re

They drink 12 
gallons of water a day and that 
means we have to melt several doz- 
en pails of loose snow every 24 
hours. With our little stove this 1s 
not easy. But, then, none of our 
work down here fs easy so It is all 
part of the game. 

Our three cows and Antarctic ice 
berg, our baby bull, are thriving on 
a mixed diet of alfalfa, timothy and 
clover hay and a commercial! grain 
mixture. 

We have almost more milk than 
we know what to do with but we 
appreciate its benefits to our health 
and there is nobody here on the 
fee who dislikes it. Our cows are 
producing milk as follows: —Klon- 
dike Nira 80 pounds per day (mean- 
‘ag almost 16 quarts), Deerfoot 81 
pawds daily and Foremost South- 
ern Girl 83 pounds. And that is con- 
siderable milk for 66 men! 

The climate here, with tempera- 
turea frequently from 50 to 60 de 
grees below zero, apparently has no 
effect on our cattle, The body heat 
of the cows and the bull keeps their 
undersnow barn reasonably warm 
even during the coldest days and 
nights. In their barn, however, we 
have a stove so that fresh air can 
be drawn in and passed over it to 
pre-heat it, so the air in the barn 
will always be freah. ~ — 

The baby bull now weighs about 
875 pounds and has all-the points 
of a very good animal. I go in and

Play with bim occasionally but 1 am 
regarding the advice we got by ra- 
dio from expert dairymen at home 
through the club secretary to be 
very careful tn case of a sudden 
change of temperament.

Edgar Cox, whom we 
have changed from a carpenter to 
a cow-hand, says the boys are teach- 
ing him bad habits and that he will 
be hard to handle when he grows 
up. The dogs seem to like the cow 
barn, probably on account of the 
heat, and are extremely friendly 
toward the cows. Every time a dog 
gete loose in the tunnels we know 
where to find him—tin the barn. 
There is a strong possibility that 
we shali run out of canned butter, 
of which we brought a large supply 
with us. We should worry. We have 
a chum and fresh butter should 
taste pretty good to us.
